EDINBURGH MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 


In our last Volume we gave some interesting extracts from the 
report of the Edinburgh missionary society, respecting the impor- 
tant field already prepared for the introduction of the Gospel in 
A-iatick Tartary, &c. &ce. 

From a subsequent report we make a few extracts calculated to 
show the growing prosperity of the missionary cause in that region, 
and the influence of divine truth on the minds of those to whom it 
js made known. 

Mr. Galloway, the missionary at Karass, mentions in his journal 
several interviews with the priests or effendis.—Rel. Int. 


“You see. (said one of them) that I live among a people furious 
in their religion, being yet ignorant, and every thing respecting 
christianity new to thems, but vou should believe that I believe the 
christian religion i inmy heart, for I see it to be the only way of sal- 
vation.” 

On Mr. Galloway’s reading and explaining a portion of the New 
Testament to another effendi of considerable acuteness and learn- 
ing, he for some time frequently became enraged, but still Jiscover- 
ed a desire to hear more about the gospel; and, when Mr. Gallo- 
way left him, took a copy of the New Testament, the psalms, and 
some tracts. At a sudsequent interview, he took Mr. Galloway by 
the hand. and said, that he saw the beak which he had received to 
be no vain bouks: and expressed a wish that God might fulfil the 
desires of the missionaries respecting the nahi of his country- 
men:—*],” said he, see myself to be more vile than a beast, on 
account of sin.” On the evening of the same day, they again met, 
Wheu, says Mr. Galloway, “he took me aside, and told me, that his 
mind was very uneasy about religion; that he was certain that more 
than one halfof the Koran is not to be practised; but that he did 
not yet see clear!y through the doctrines of the New Testament, hor 
know what we practised i in religion; and desired me to instruct him 
more fully; the tears were in his eyes; and l could hardly refrain: 


he told me that the people among whom he officiates had only of 


late embraced mahomedanis n, and are extremely ignorant: and 

that he had formed the plan of taking away privately a number of 

our books, to distribute among the stndents and others, who car 
Vou. rv. 11 
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read, that they might be acquainted with the doctrines contained 
in then, before their minds were settled in any other. [said [ 
would most willingly give him the books, but [ should like to see 
his own mind first settled in a beliefof the doctrines of the New 
Testament.” The last time that they met, they sat on a hillock in 
the open air for more than an hour, earnestly conversing on the 
things that pertain to the kingdom of God: and afterward wa'ked 
together to Karass; he then said, that his mind was impr essed by 
the truthsof the New Testament: but when Mr. Ga'lowav asked 
him it he believed that Jesus had fully satisfied the law and justice 
of God on account of sinners, he said that his mind was yet dark on 
this point, but that when ne returned home, he designed to study 
the New Testament. and compare it with the Koran; he again 
talked of «listributing the books among his people; and said he was 
sure they would believe them; when he was about to depart, Mr. 
Galloway praved with him and gave him a bundle of tracts, and 
another copy of the New Testament. 

Nor is this the only instance in which it is to be hoped that the 
seed of divine truth has. to a certain extent at least, been fixed in 
the heart of some of the natives. A young man named Snora, tn 
particular, who belongs to one of the Kabardian villages, which re- 
moved some years ago from the neighbourhood of Karass, but re- 
turned toit lately, nnpearets be deeply impressed on the subject of 
religion. In August last. Shora, along with others of his country- 
men, visited the miss:onaries at Karass, and continued with the 
nearly a whole year, listening attentively tu passages of the New 
Testanent and the Tartar catechism Even then, Shora confessed 
that ne believed that Christ will judge the world at tie last day;— 
‘the first time,’’ sail Mr. Galloway, *that I ever heard a Mahome- 
dan make such an acknowledgement.” And, in the end of Noven- 
ber, the time when the most recent letters that have arrived were 
written, the pieaSing information 1s given that he professes to de- 
lieve the pr incipal doctrines of christianity. Having been obliged, 
some tire before, to fly to the Karbardian country. on accou t of 

the il! will of some af his neighbours with whoin he had a quarrel, ie 
wrote from thence a short letter to Mr. Paterson, which contained 
the following interesting sentences. *O! if L could openly proless 
the religion of our dear and honeurable Messiah. That your reil- 
gionistrueand righteous, | now believe. [would rejoice to join 
you in observing the religion of Jesus Christ. I beg that you would 
take ten books. (t. e e. COpI ‘sof the New Test ament,) and deliver 
then to mein the quarantine, that [ may circulate them.” May the 
Spirit of all Grace raise up in this young Kabardian a living monu- 
mentof the power of tre truth as it is in Jesus, and an active instru- 
meutof usefulness to! his blinded brethren! so shail the word of the 
Lord have free course among thein.and be glorified in their saving 
conversion to the faith of his Gospel. 

ihe introduction of copes of the New Testament, and tracts 10 
the schools of the priests, is a circumstance a so of the most auspi- 
cjvas kiud. Not only has Seid Ouchh Mahowed, according to the 
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jatest report. fulfilled his promise of putting them into the hands of 
his scholars; but an effendi, who formerly lived in the vicinity of 
Karass, but now resides on the Kuban, has written a book consist- 
ing solely of extracts from the New Testainent, of which many stu- 
dents about the Kuban have taken copies for their own perusal.

he set of plates for the Minion B: ble, duodecimo, for Kentucky, 

were forwarded from New York early in September, ‘The plates 
for the Octavo Bible will soon be dispatcned for the same desti- 
nation. 

The New Testament part of the plates for the French Bible have 
pot yet arrived from England, but aredaily expected, 

‘The plates for the Spanish New Testament, duodecimo, casting 
for the society by Messrs. E,and J. White, of New York, are vear- 
ly finished, ‘It will be a true copy of the text of the second edition 
ot the New Testament printed at Madrid, Spain, in 797, being a 
very titeral transiation of the vulgate, executed by Rino, Pr. Felipe 
Scio de S. Miguel, obispo electa de Segovia. 


TRANSMISSION OF BIBLES. 


In consequence of the want of suffic‘e.t information as to the 
mode of forwarding packages of the Scriptures ordered by soc eties, 
the books are liable, i in some instances, to be either lost or delayed 
in their transmission, In order to avoid those disa:! vantages, the 
board of managers request societies to designate, in al) cases. tne 
manuer in which they are to be forwarded, tie places to wiich they 
are to be sent, and the names of the agents to whom they are to be 
consigneds and as the expenses of the transportation can be more 
conveniently paid by the societies who order the books, or by agents 
of their own appointment, than by the agent of this society, te 
proper officers 0) those institutions are respectful!y desired to give 
Uwections for that purpose in all instances where it is practicabie. 

As the expenditures of the society for the paper, mrinting, anc 
binding of its Bibles are very considerable, and as by paying cash 
they obtain both the materiais and the work on much more advan- 
tageous terms than they cou'd do ona credit, auxiliar y and other so- 
cleties are respectfully requested to remit tu tie ageut, as cary as 
practicable, payment for cepres of the scriptures purchased of tne 
suciety, 

Bibles not issued in sheets. 

The disadvantages in regard t» convenience, economy. and re- 
sponsibility, which have been experienced in suppiving secietres 
With Bivies in sheets, have determined the board to order that ne 
More unbound copies of the Scriptures shal! be issued from the de- 
Pesitory; and that those issued shal! be sta: mped with the name of 
this society, as soon as a suitable stamp can be prucured. 
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MEASURES CONCERNING CONTRIBUTIONS TO THE FUNDS, 


Stationary Agents. 
The hoard has resolved to appoint agents in the principal places 
of the United States. to rece:ve and transmit such monies as may 
be paid to them on behalf of the society.

Measures have likewise been adopted to obtain the re-publica- 
tion, gratis, in newspapers printed in different parts of the United 
States, of the treasure: ’s morthty statement of contributions to the 
fuads of the society. Those printers who may be disposed to ren- 
der that service to the Bible cause tn this country. will receive the 
cardial thanks of the mavagers of the society, By signi'ving their 
intention to that effect te the agent of the society 1) New York, mea- 
sures will be taken to furnis them wit one of the newspapers 
which print that statement uncer the authority of the board.

The board have recently resolved. that every congregation, reli- 
gious or benevolent society, which sha!l transmit to the treasurer of 
the American Bible Society tue proceeds of a collection made for 
its benefit, shal! be entitled to one half of the amount of such col- 
lection in Bibles at the cost prices, provided application for the same 
be made within one year.

MISSION TO THE ALABAMA. 


Report of a Missionary Tour, read before the Presbytery of South 
na at their Fall Session, 4. D. 1818, by Mr. Hiland Hub- 
urd. 


lo rue Rev. MopERATOR AND MEMBERS OF THE PRESBYTERY 
oF Soutnu CAROLINA. 


Commissioned by you toitinerate as a missionary in the frontier 
of Georgia and the Alabama territory, I left Willington, South 
Carolina, on the 12th of December, 1817, for that purpose. 

The first Sabbath I spent in Washington, Georgia, where there 
Was a large and respectable congregation almost entirely destitute 
of a preached gospel. 
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On Monday, in company with brother Sloss, I started on my 
journey, and rode through the villages Greensborouzh, Watking- 
ville, Athens, Madison, and Ea lonton, where [ presched as often 
as circumstances would permit. In these severat places, the neo- 
ple were almost, or entirely destitute of the preaching of the gospel, 
In some piaces they were anxious to obtain a minister, and would 

ive a comfortable support, could they find one willing to settle 
with them. In this part of the country there are many, who have 
lived so long without any resigious pr ivileses. that they have become 
almost entirely indifferent concerning them. They are grossly im- 
moral and ignorant. But among them. there are afew, who appear 
to be feelingly affected with a sense of their situation, and are 
anx.ous to obtain a preacher, to instruct, to comfort, and to uid 
them up inboly things. Yea.they appear to groan a d sigh tor the 
sins of the people, aid almost fear lest they shauld share the fate 
of Sodom. The pleasure of preaching to such people was truy 
great; a il to leave them, and go to others equally destitute, but 
Jess anxious to hear, was often very trying to my feelings. 

On Wednesday, the 3ist of D. ‘cember. I left this frontier, and 
started through the Indian territory, accompanied by brother Sloss, 
After travel ing throuzh a wilderness of about two hundred ai 
sixty miles, almost ent. ri A inhabited by Indians, we came tote 
heal settlements of Aiabama, where we comuenced preaching 
Through Jones’s valley. which is very thickly inhatted, I preach- 
ed very Ir quently, and sometimes to ver y large and respectable 
congregations. ‘This valley is about fifty miles in length and from 
three to six miles in width, running in a south western direction. 
In this valley, there is not, I believe, an individual preacher of tie 
gospel. ord, are many, who formerly enjoyed religious privileges, 
and thought themselves alive to the best feelings of the seul, that 
now appear to be ‘anguishing and a!most spiritually lead, Ze ten 
soul is not cheered by tie light and truths of tie gospel, it will 
droop in darkness, 

From this valley [ went on tothe Fal.s of the Biack Warriour, 
where I spent a ‘Sabbath and preached to a large and attentive 
audience. This was a village, at that time, of a: out one hundred 
houses, where, I believe, a clergyman of the Presbyterian order hai 
never before spent a Sabbath. “Phis is a flourishing place, standing 
at the head of navigaton on the Black Warriour. -It certainly 
will be a large town, and it is important that it be immediately oc- 
cupied by an able and faitiful minister of Jesus, before heterodox 
and irreligious men shail have gained a piace tere, 

From this piace | went down the river aout fifty miles to Rus- 
sels settlement, where I preached a number of days in succession. 
This settlement is composed principally of Methodists and Baptists; 
but there are some Presbyterians, who were anxious to hear the 
word. Indeed, the inhabitants generally appeared to receive the 
word gladiy. This certainly is a place deserving the notice of mis- 
sionaries, 
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After spending a few days in this place. I started down the river 
for St. Stephens, which stands on the western bank of the Tombig- 
bee. This is the present seat of government in this territory. and 
the legislature was then in session. I spent a Sabbath, and preach- 
ed toa very large and attentive audience, ‘This place is sallinsont: 
ly large and wealthy to support a minister. Indeed, the people 
profess to be willing to give a liberal support; but as yet. tney have 
been unable to obtain one to settle with them. 

From this place, I vis:ted the towns of Jackson and Claiborne. at 
both of which places I preached. At Claiborne, I founda Mr. 
F a preacherof the Preshyterian order, who was preaching a part of 
his time in that place, a and a part in some neighbouring settlements. 
I returned to St, Stephens, and received an invitation to remain at 
least three months; with which I complied. During my residence 
here, I visited, more than once, some settlements on “the Chickesa- 
hay, where I found the people entirely destitute of preaching, but 
very anxious to hear the word, and to obtain the labours of a minis- 
ter. I formed a small church here, and thought the prospect of 
building up a society better, than in any place which I had betore 

visited, 

During my stay at St. Stephens, meetings were attended very 
punctually and seriously. I thouzht the prospect then flattering, 
but what may be the result God only knows. What may be the 
effect of my labours through the Alabama territery, w hether there 
will be any fruit, !cannot say. I have endeav oured to labour faith- 
fully asa missionary, and whether people hear, or whether they 
fwbear, rests between them and their God. In this long tract of 
country, where there are between eighty and one hundred thousand 
inhabitants, there are settled but two clergymen of the Presbyte- 
rian order, though there are at least fifty wanted. To this part of 
our country very few missionaries have yet been sent. While 
they have gone to the east and to the w est, to the north, to the 
south, this country has been forgotten. It is lamentable to see the 
destitute situation of this country. No part of the United States is 
so destitute of preaching as this territor y. The state of society, [ 
know, renders it discouraging to ministers to settle here; but is not 
this a day of great things? Is it a time to be discouraged? By no 
means, ‘The Lord works with his own powerful arm "and wiil ere 
long possess the whole habitable earth. Will not missionaries, 
then, his favoured instruments, be faithful until all his vineyard 
shall be cultivated. Your servant in the gospel,

REVIVAL OF RELIGION IN TENNESSEE. 

Extract from the journal of the Rev. Isaac Anderson, containing 
an account of the late Revival of Religion in East Tennessee. 
NoveMBER, 1817. 

I had now lived with and laboured among the people of New- 

Providence five years. In that time some additions had been made

to the church; in some years more, and in others less. But at the 
sacrament this fall there was not one addition. A general co':|- 
ness and deadress prevailed, There were but two prayer meetings 
kept up throughout the whole congregation. In these two societ:es 
there was, occasionally, something like engagedness, and a spirit to 
lament the deadness of the times Until the above date, I had 
been employed in teaching an academy. I[ now resigned, and de- 
termined to spend as much time as I could in the congregation, to 
establish prayer meetings, to visit them, preach to them, and pray 
with them. Two prayer meetings, like the two already eXisting, 
were established; one of these was soon aitended by numbers, even 
in the coldest nights. although at first only by a a few; and a great 
atteution,and even tenierness, were sometimes mamfested. ‘The 
other was not well attended; but sometimes the people were feel- 
ing. 1 often visited the three societies out of town. and was al- 
ways with the one in town. I preached in several other places, 
v wepes [ did not succeed in establ.shing praver meetings. Towards 

ring. there were scveral instances of awakening, more engazed- 
ness with christians. and sometimes our meetings were very solemn 
and numbers much affected. Many expressed a desire that. at the 
sacraneit of the Lord’s Supper, which was to be on the second Sab- 
bath of May, 1818. preparations should be made for camping out. 
T consented to it on certain conditions. A day was appointed ear- 
ly in April to make preparations; a grove was selected, cleared out, 
tents made, &c. in fact every preparation that was desirable. The 
expectations and desires of the people were much raised, anda 
great many pravers were offered to God, for weeks before, for the 
Divine presence and blessing at the meeting. 

About this time (Apri! 25) an event took place in town, which 
was overruled by God to the awakening of some, and which im- 
pressed many. Mr. James H. Blackburn, second son of the Rev. 
G don Blackburn. D D. former pastor of this church, was seized 
with an erysipelas, which closed his life on the eighth day. He 
had lived with me two or tonree months. He was pious and prepos- 
sessing in his manners. On this account he had the affections of 
the young people inthe town very much. There was much interest 
excited by his sickness and death. On Friday, ist of May. 1818, 
he fell asleep in Jesus, amidst a crowded room, the p:ous recom- 
mending his de parting son! to God. and all drenched in tears. I 
endeavoured to improve his death, by addressing the people around 
his bed as soon as he expired. The same evening » prayer meeting 
was held where he lay. On Saturday evening he was carried to 
the burving ground by six youngmen. The procession was nume- 
rous. As we marched up the tow pn, the third and sixty-third hymus 
of Dr. Watts, seco .d book, were sung. This being a muster or an 
election day tor some military officcr, numbers were in town. As 
the procession went by a company of people, we were singing these 
lines:— 

«Ye living men come view the ground, 
Where you must shortly lie.” 
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All joined the procession. The corpse was laid on a table before 
the pulpit, until the funeral was preached, from Rev. xiv.18. The 
congregation was large; every one appeared solemn, and many 
deeply affected. The next day. the Sabbath, I preached a! most ex- 
hausted, told the people [ would make no appointment for that 
evening as | was fatigued, and expected to preach on the morrow, 
being a fast-lay appointed by the presbytery to confess our sins 
and pray fora revival. 

In the evening, four o’clock, a little messenger came to my house 
from the house where Mr. B'ackburn had died, desiring us to x0 
thither. We started instantly. When I went in. a pious neigh- 
bour,a methodist, with the man of the house, was singing a hymn. 
Four young ladies had thrown themselves on a bed, and were weep- 
ing and sobbing. Several others were sitting on chairs, drenched 
intears. I went to them and asked what was the matter. The cry 
was. “I am a great sinner.” After conversing with them, and ex- 
horting each of them separately, prayed. The news got out; num- 
bers of peop:e came in; several hymns were sung, and several per- 
sons prayed; and | exhorted once or twice. A good many were 
tenderly affected, and all were solemn. 

On Monday I preached from Habakkuk iii. 2. The congregation 
was feeling. This being the first Monday in the month, we held 
praver meeting. Oue, who was convicted on Sabbath evening, pro- 
fexsed to meet with a change of heart. Her accvunt was clear. On 
Friday following, the sacramental solemnity was to commence. 
During the week, more called to converse with me on the concerns 
of their souls, than had done on any similar occasion since I came 
ito the church. “Twenty were admitted for the first time. Three 
adults were baptised. Friday arrived. The concourse was large. 
Five of my brethren came to assist me. It seemed as if God had 
seit them,in the fullness of the blessing of the gospel. ‘Their dis- 
courses were solemn, practical and impressive. The congregation 
vas large, day and night—all attentive, and many deeply affected. 
On Sabbaths day the concourse was supposed to be between two and 
three thousand. It was remarked by many, that they had never 
seen such order and attention—no strolling parties, and scarcely a 
vacant countenance; particularly during the address at the last aad 
Lith table, the vast crowd gathered round—many eves flowed with 
tears, andl every ear seemed arrested. 

Immediately after the communion, a most interesting scene took 
pace. Inoue quarter of the congregation a young lady had iain in 
the deepest agony. She sent to the stand for some of the ministers 
to come and taik with her and pray for her. Three of us went. 
Pie people crowded round; one of the brethren prayed for her; an 
eXiortation was given; aud numbers were spoken to personally on 
the concerns of the soul. by each of the three ministers. Almost 
every one thus addressed breke out in foods of tears, besides agreat 
wany others, who were not spoken to particularly. Several exhor- 
tations were given and prayers made, and although the service had 
lasted five hours, it appeared that the attention was not the least 
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fatigued. The sound of the trumpet to attend publick preaching put 
a close to the scene. On Monday we had two sermons, and although 
the people had been there four days, they seemed unwilling to go 
away. ‘Surely this is none other than the house of God and gate 
of Heaven.” On the same week I attended three meetings. Attwo 
of them almost the whole company was m-lted to tears. On the 
following Sabbath the church was crowded, and the people attentive 
and feeling. For the next week I gave out three appointments; 
two of them were well attended. 
AvcustT 2d, 1818. 

In the interval between the present date and the last sacrament, 
there were but few instances of neighbourhood preaching, being a 
very busy season. On Sabbath days the people were attentive and 
in two or three instances tender. On Thursday betore the first 
Sabbath of August, a small congregation met at the place where the 
sacrament was to be administered. Two sermous were delivered, 
On Friday, Saturday, Sabbath, and Monday, the congregation was 
very great; some supposed over four thousand; others. supposed 
under that number. Nothing unusua! appeared until Friday even- 
ing. Many then were made to feel tenderly, some to weep ani 
cry.— After that, the congregation was more than usually solemn, 
attentive, and tener. On Sabbath, many w ore made to weep bit- 
terly. On the evening of that sacred day, solemn awe seemed to 
sit on the whole assembly. Ina short time, torrents of tears stream- 
ed from hundreds of eyes—sighs and weeping might have been wit- 
nessed in every part of the assembly—some were constrained to 
weep aloud. Such was the engavedness of the assembly that when 
the signal was given to disperse, not more than one half went away. 
It was with difficulty the remainder could be dispersed at mid- 
night, Sixteen were added to the church, at this sacrament, who 
had been awakened at the last sacrament, or at other times, and we 
have reason to hope that three or four times that number were now 
awakened. It was remarked by strangers that they had never 
witnessed so little disorder and so much attention in so vast a crowd. 
A few black peopie were noisy, and a few white people who nad 
been the subjects of the bodily exercise; but generally the feeling 
was expressed by tears and weeping. 

SEPTEMBER Q7th. 

The sacrament of the supper was administered. “he coucourse 
was not so great as in August, but the solemnity and tenderiess 
was greater. Eighteen persons joined the church for the first time 
—and many but! male and female appeared to be deeply awakened. 
The tenderness was apparent on Friday, still more so on Saturday, 
and on Sabbath and Monday the engagedness and tenderness were 
great. A number of young men and yuung women, and even chil- 
dren from ten to fourteen, were deeply affected. On the satvath 
following, there was asacrament at Morganton, eighteen miles from 
Maryville. Several who there joined the church professed to 
have obtained their hopeat Maryville meeting. Itis wortuy of re- 
mark, that the deepest and most pungent exercises appeared to be 
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en Sabbath evening, under a solemn address given by Dr. Gideon 
Blackburn, in which the terms of a sinner’s aceéptance with God 
were set forth ina very clear manner. The terias were uncondi- 
tional submission to the mercy of a sovereign God, Let go the last 
hold of your self-righteousness, even if you perish: for he oily who 
is willing to lose his life shall save it. The spirit of this address 
might have been heard in the prayers, conversations and praises of 
hundreds during the remainder of the meeting. 

Sanguine hopes are-entertained that the work is only beginning,

THE BIBLE RESTORED. 


Fron the speech delivered by his serene highness the Landgrave 
Charles of Hesse, President of the Sleswig-Holstein Bible society, 
at its second anniversary heldat Gottorp,on the first Sunday af- 
ter Easter, the 29'h of March, 1818. 

In those places of our duches were a number of Bibles have 
been distributed, regard for religion and morality is evidently tn- 
creasing; and the like effect may reasonably he expected among the 
several new families, and those emancipated from the burthen of 
feudal service, who, having settled their habitations on the now 
inclosed roval domains, and waste lands, shall also be provided 
with the holy scriptures. The distributions hitherto made have 
beenof great benefit, not only to those who received the sacred 
voline, but to many who possessed it, and yet hardly ever used 
tir folio Bible. inherited froin their ancestors, except to register 
the birth of their children, their marriages, and deaths. Old people 
as wel! as young, having heard some talk about Bible societies, and 
the great value of that good old book, begin to take an interest in 
it; aad this has had the effect of inducing them to take their old fain- 
'y Bible in han:t, tou read it with attention, and thus to receive bene- 
fit from its perusal. . 

The various exertions of Bible societies for supplying the whole 
inhabited globe with that holy book, that most precious and impor- 
tant gift of heaven, which proclaims the eternal gospel of the Son 
of God our Saviour, aad which tor many years had beemal most 
forgutten, or even scorned and laugied at by freethinkers, recall 
tony mind the circa nstance of the book of the law. whicn was lost 
aid found azain in the house of the Lord, by Hilkiah the high 
priest, in the reign of King Josiah; (2 kings, chap. xxi. verse 8.) 
What abo-ninations had not taken place in the Jewish nation, dur- 
lig the time they were deprived of the book of tne law of the 
Lord! They had abandoned Jehovah the only true God, sacrificed 
to heathen idols, and made burnt offerings to them on the moun- 
tans and hills. Have not similar occurrences taken place during 
the French revolution?
